MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 3.—‘*The 


American people are too far advanced 
longer to be restricted by church rules 
as to what their amusements shall be. 
The rules prohibiting dancing, card play- 
ing, gambling and going to theaters, cir- 
cuses and horse races therefore should 


be abolished.’’ 

This is the gist of a report presented 
today to the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church by the 
Board of Bishops. 

In recommending this radical change, 
the 24 active bishops stipulated that the 
church, however, should not be indiffer- 
ent on these subjects, but that the peo- 
ple should be left to judge for them- 
selves what is right or wrong in amuse- 
ments, having before them only the in- 
junction of John Wesley, which forbade 
“the taking of/’such diversions as can- 
not be taken in the name of the Lord 
Jesus.”’ 

Church Cannot Fix Point. 

The bishops declared the church re- 
iterated its opposition to theatergoing 
and gambling, but the rule in force since 
1872 could not fix a point between ‘“‘the 
turf and the stock market.” 

The bishops’ report was delivered by 
_| Bishop Earl Cranston of Washington, D. 
C., and it formed the second section of 
the Episcopal address, the first half of 
which had been given the day before.

“The bishops therefore recommend a 
return to the consistent treatment of 
this subject by Wesley and the more 
earnestly because we are dealing with 
the American people and the intelli- 
gence of the twentieth century. 

“As a church we cannot approve danc- 
ing and theater-going. They are ques- 
tionable amusements. To us, as to sev- 
eral of our sister churches, they who 
justify these amusements as consistent 
with the spiritual life seem to manifest 
a deplorable lack of spiritual percep- 
tion. 

“Same Sin in Wall Street.” 

“Again we stand unitedly against gam- 
bling and we recognize clearly that it is 
the same sin in Wall street that it is in 
the lowest resort, but we have never 
ventured legislatively to fix the point 
where the racetrack gambler, 
from the turf to the stock market, be- 
comes a respectable business man eli- 
gible to church membership and- the 
chairman of the Board of Trustees. 

‘In our absolute helplessness before 
this question we must continue to allow 
the world to suspect that the larger the 
stake and the more reckless of public 
wealth the gain, the less Vicious the 
crime, provided the winner pays tithes to 
frreligion or benevolence.’”’

AND $1000 DAMAGE 
DONE BY BLAST 


Plate Glass Windows Smashed in 
Explosion at Vandeventer 
Avenue.

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One man was injured and about $1000 
worth of plate glass was broken by a 
dynamite explosion at Vandeventer av- 
enue and Olive street shortly before 
noon Friday. 

The explosive was used by employes 
of the James Carroll Construction Co. 
in blasting for the foundation of a 
building to be erected on the northwest 
corner. 

The blast sent great fragments of 
stone flying through the air. 

Four large plate glass windows of the 
Steinbrook Importing Co.’s store on the 
northeast corner were broken and all 
the second-story windows of the same 
building on the Vandeventer avenue side 
were shattered. 

Frederick Stable of 3851 Washington 
boulevard was struck by flying stones 
and his face and head were cut. He 
was able to walk to his home, a block 
away. 

James Carroll, president of the con- 
struction company, after visiting the 
scene of the explosion, said that an em- 
ploye used bad judgment in setting off 
eight blasts at once. It had been the 
custom, he said, to set off not more 
than four at a time.

HENRY SCHROEDER 
S ACQUITTED OF 
EMBEZZLEMENT 


Verdict in Case of Jewelry Book- 
keeper on Count Alleging 
$300 Shortage. 





Henry Schroeder, charged with having 
embezzled $47,000 from the L. Bauman 
Jewelry Co., in the Century Building, 
by which he was employed as bookkeep- 
er, was found not guilty in a sealed ver- 
dict which the jury returned to Judge 
Rassieur Friday. The trial had lasted 
four days, and the verdict was reached 
after an-hour and 20 minutes’ delibera- 
tion. 

Six other counts are still pending 
against Schroeder. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Shaner, who prosecuted him, said 
the State would proceed with the other 
charges. The count on which he was 
tried alleged the embezzlement of $300. 

Judge William Zachritz, who defended 
Schroeder, declared his acquittal had 
been expected and predicted he would 
also be freed on the other counts. 

Schroeder Thursday testified he had 
not taken a cent from the firm, but that 
it, on the contrary, had borrowed $20,000 
from him at one time to save the com- 
pany from bankruptcy. He said he 
mortgaged his home, at Grand avenue 
'and Humphrey street, to make the loan 
to A. L. Bauman. He denied testimony 
that he had admitted his alleged short- 
age to members of the firm. 

A. L. Bauman, testifying in rebuttal, 
denied Schroeder’s assertions. He de- 
clared the company was solvent and had 
never borrowed money. Experts who

Both the alleged agree- 
ments were submitted in evidence. 

Mrs. Lu¢key’s former “attorney,  C. 
Porter Johinson, gave her the agree- 
ment to read, she says, to see if she 
was willing! to sign it and avoid a court 
trial. She was willing to do this to 
escape publicity, she said, providing the 
stipulations of the agreement were 
satisfactory. 

This agreement, Mrs. Luckey said, 
provided that Luckey was to transfer 
to her a large ainount of real estate, 
including property at 6021 Berlin avenue, 
4649 Cook avenue, a lot on Maple ave- 
nue, several lots on Cabanne avenue, 
property in Johnson County, Kan., and 
a $3000 life insurance volicy. It also 
provided Luckey was to pay her $125 
a month for eight years, in case his 
Salary of $3000 a year was not reduced, 
and she was to get most of their house- 
hold effects. In case their daughter, 
she says 
it was stipulated, the $125 monthly al- 
lowance was to be reduced to $100. 

Transfer of Property. 

In the contract she signed, Mrs. 
Luckey testified, this reduction was 
made $50 instead of $25 and the time 
of the monthly payments was madc 
five years, instead of eight. The sec- 
ond contract, she said, also provided 
for the transfer to Luckey by her of 
considerable property, including 20 
acres in Ramona Park, six lots in 
Elmwood Park and a lot on Long 
Island, New York, 

Mrs. Luckey, on _  cross-examination, 
was asked whether she had been denied 
credit at department stores. She said 
she had. She was asked also whether 
a charge of shoplifting was made against 
her by a house detective of a department 
store. She said a woman detective ac- 
cused her of taking a pair of gloves, 
but she denied that she had taken them. 

She said she was detained at the store 
and on her. way home had a nervous 
chill. She sent Luckey to the store to 
investigate the matter, she said. 

She testified that she earned consid- 
erable money teaching elocution, and 
that she considered that she had earned 
every dollar invested in the real estate 
which she is now claiming.

WALLACE DELAFIELD. 





Family Association Formed and 
a Fund Will Be Raised to 
Carry on Work. 





If you can prove that you have 
full and lawful title to the name of 
Delafield, you can safely apply for 
membership in the Don’t-Worry Club. 
This is the assurance held out by the 
Delafield Family Association, which has 
been incorporated under the laws of 
New York with Wallace Delafield of 5028 
Westminster place as one of the direc- 
tors. Wallace Delafield and his wife, 
who is prominent in the councils of the 
D. A. R., are now in New York City, 
where the organization is under way and 
where the principal.-offices of the asso- 
clation are maintained. 

The other directors are Richard Dela- 
field, president of the National Park 
Bank ‘and a trustee of the _ Trinity 
Church Corporation of New York City; 
Maturin L. Delafield, also of New York, 
and John Henry .Delafield of Noroton, 
Conn. 

Permanent Body Formed. 
The object of the incorporation is to 
provide a permanent body Which will 
extend such funds as may be left in its 
charge. by members of the Delafield 
family in seeing to it that no bearer of 
the Delafield name in this country shall 
ever be in want. 

John Delafield explained the purposes 
of the association to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent in New York, but in- 
sisted no novelty attached to the in- 
corporation, and that the association 
was a recrudescence of the ideas and 
customs of the early Dutch settlers 
in America. 

According to him, the American Dela-. 
fields are descended from John Dela- 
field, a Count of the Roman Empire, 
who settled in New York City in 1783, 
just after the evacuation of New York 
by the British. He married the elder 
daughter of Gen. Joseph Hallet of Hal- 
let’s Cove, the present Astoria. He 
was the father of seven sons and three 
daughters, the. progenitors of the mem- 
bers of the newly. formed Delafield 
Family Association. 

Not to Be a Charity. 

‘We have incorporated the associa- 
tion,’’. said John Delafield, “so that if 
at any time in the future a member of 
the Delafield family should be In want 
we take care of him if found to be de- 
serving. This is not charity, and we 
shall not pauperize our relatives or de- 
scendants. The idea is rather that of 
a benevolent association, which shall 
tide the needy ones over any financial 
chasm to which they may have been 
brought.”

Meyer, who says he is 101 
years old, arrived in St. Louis from 
Hickman, Ky., Friday with but 5 pen- 
nies in his pockets. 

“That’s every cent I have in the 
world,”” he said to 'Sergt. Harrington of 
the Union Station squad. “l am on my 
way to Chicago, but I can walk from 
St. if somebody will be kind 
enough to pay the bridge fare for me." 

Meyer said that he had been running 
a chicken farm at Hickman and was 


doing well until the floods drowned his 
flock. Friends fn Hickman bought him 
a, ticket to St. Louls. He said’ he could 
make a living in Chicago working. for 
the Little Sisters. of the Poor. 

Is a War Veteran, 

“IT was born in March, 1811,” he 
told a Post-Dispatch: reporter. = 
fought for the Southern cause under 
Gen. Hood in the Civil War and for 
the Union’ under Gen. Scott in the 
Mexican War. I was one of the 
United States soldiers participating 
in the battles around the City of 
Mexico and was one of the first to 
enter the fallen city. 

“The Government gave me a pension 
for my Mexican War service until. two 
years ago, when gil Mexican War pen- 
sions were revoked. If I had fought 
for the Union cause instead of for the 
South, I suppose the Government would 
take care of me now. 

“IT have had more than my share of 
misfortune in these 101 years that I have 
lived. “I was running a bakery in Gal- 
veston at the time of the great flood. My 
two sons and four daughters all lost 
their lives in that flood, leaving me 
without a living relative, as my. wife 
had died many years before. 

20 Years a Vegetarian. 

“IT have eaten no meat for 2 years. 
My regular diet consisted of bread, 
soup, coffee and an occasional potato. 
1 do not eat very much, but I have a 
good digestion. 

“I get my greatest enjoyment out of 
smoking my pipe. I think cigarettes 
are vile. I try always to be courteous 
to everybody, but I have made it a rule 
never to give a match to anybody to 
light a cigarette.

This‘is the story Brockman ‘told the 
police: He had been on duty with an- 
other watchman until midnight, when 
be other man left. Brockman, who lives 
at 3605 Commonwealth avenue, in Ma- 
plewood, was “near the front of the big 
gilaundry building about 1 o'clock. A 
street car had just passed, its noise evi- 
dently prev enting him from hearing the 
footsteps of the masked men, as they 
crept up on him. Brockman thinks an- 
other passing car had also drowned the 
sound made when the robbers forced a 
window in the rear of the store, by 
Which they obtained entrance. 

When Brockman wheeled at the sound 
hehind him, and saw the masked rob- 
bers, he had no time to reach for the 
revolver he carried. . His hands went 
up. The men, he said, were of medium 
build, well dressed, and wore soft hats. 
Their masks were white handkerchicfs, 
which covered all their faces below the 
eyer. 

The trucks used in the laundry have 
a post at each. corner. The robbers 
laid Brockman flat on his back on a 
truck and tied: his, feet with ropes 
to the lower posts and his hands to 
the upper posts of the truck. 

Try to’ Blow Open Safe. 

Then they asked Brockman if there 
was not $500 In the big safe which stood 
in the laundry. Brockman said he did 
not know. One of the men calied him 
a liar and gave: him a: kick. But 
Brockman still insisted he did not know 
where any money was. The men then 
covered him with a tarpaulin, rolled the 
truck toward the rear of thé store and 
began work on the safe. 

For an hour the safe-blowers drilled 
and pounded at the safe.’ Théy knocked 
off the combination knob with a crow- 
bar and a hammer. They bored a small 
hole in the center of the doors and in 
this and in the cracks of the doors they 
placed laundry soap. Then they poured 
nitroglycerin into. the hole they had 
bored. Into the hole they ran an electric 
wire and to this attached a small bat- 
tery they. had brought with them. All 
was now ready for the explosion. 

But before setting off the charge the 
men .went into the rear portion of the 
laundry and obtained several blankets. 

Afraid to Cry Out, 

The men tossed the blankets into an 
electric washing machine, turned on the 
water and set the machine going. When

Anderson in an 
auto hastened from his home in Nor- 
mandy and reached the laundry at 6 
o’clock. In the meantime, Brockman 
had notified Policeman Moore of the 
attempted robbery. 

The burglars had left all their tools 
on the floor by the safe.

Letters to Southern Leaders Ask- 
ing for Views Are 
Found. 


CON FERENCE "IS CALLED 


Georgia Manager Seeks to Reas- 
~ sure Executive That Leader 
Is Loyal. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—President 
Taft, who returned to Washington to- 
day, was amazed when told that ‘“‘Bos*”’ 
Barnes of New York was “feeling out” 
the situation with the idea that a ‘‘dark 
horse’ must be nominated by the Re- 


publicans. 

Henry Blunn of Savannah, one of the 
Taft delegates from Georgia, informed 
the President of the Barnes letter while 
Taft was at Fayetteville, N. C. He told 
the President also to him the letter con- 
veyed the idea that Barnes was seek- 
ing inférmation as to the number of 
Southern delegates to the national con- 
vention who will follow Barnes in a 
movement to nominate some other Re- 
publican than Taft or Roosevelt. So 
surprised was the President at this in- 
formation that he called in for a con- 
ference Henry S. Jackson, president of 
the Taft clubs in Georgia, and the lead- 
er who has been managing the Taft 
campaign in the State. Jackson accom- 
panied Taft back to Washington. 

Admits Getting Letter. 

Jackson told the President and the 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch that 
it was true Barnes had written to all 
the delegates in Georgia instructed for 
the President. He said: 

“Three or four days ago I received a 
letter from Barnes in which he said in 
substance, ‘I am writing to you to get 
your suggestions as to what you think 
can best be done to secure the renomi- 
nation of Mr. Taft. As you no doubt 
know, while New York did not instruct 
its delegates for Mr. Taft, yet it en- 
dorsed his administration and denounced 
the recall of judges and decisions and 
the third term propaganda. Our dele- 
gates stand 83 for Taft and 7 for Roose- 
velt,’ 

“I think Mr. Barnes sent out this 
letter to bolster up Southern delegations 
named for Mr. Taft. Whatever his 
idea was, Georgia will stand solidly for 
Taft. If it is true that some of the 
Federal officeholders do not agree with 
me, they, almost to a man, are not ac- 
tive in politics and therefore not in a 
position to judge how the delegation 
will behave at Chicago.”’ 

The President would. not say what 
he thought of the Barnes letter, but 
it is known it will be the subject of 
discussion by the Taft managers in 
Washington today. It is known that 
some of the Taft leaders have for 
some time since the New York con- 
vention feared that Barnes’ action in 
holding out against an instructed dele- 
gation was to be prepared for a move- 
ment to nominate a dark horse. 

These leaders believe Barnes’ views 
are that the party is bigger than the 
man; that the bitter feeling btween the 
Taft followers and those of Roosevelt 
will make it impossible for Taft to be 
elected if nominated and that the party 
wants a winner. 


Factional Figzh 
In connection with the 5 oe sit- 


uation there is a story which shows 
the many factional] fights in the ranks 
of the Taft followers and which largely 
has had much to do with the present 
situation. 

Henry Blunn of Savannah is the pres- 
ent national committeeman from 
He was put in this office 
by Postmaster-General Hitchcock, 
against the wishes of the party work- 
ers. Blunn is not an enthusiastic Taft 
man. In fact, he is said to lean 
toward Roosevelt. He has been named 
as a delegate to the Chicago conven- 
tion. 

His pledge to support Taft was pro- 
cured in writing before the Taft man- 
agers in the State would agree to his 
being named. He was defeated for re- 
election as national committeeman by 
the very people who were four years 
ago forced to accept him. His defeat 
Was encompassed by the ald of the 
White House over Hitchcock's protest. 
Jackson has been elected to succeed 
him. 





BARNES SAYS TAFT 
WILL BE NOMINATED 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, May 3.—Republican 
State Chairman William Barnes Jr. is 
quite positive he didn't write to any 
Southern leaders or delegates to the 
Chicago convention asking what they 
thought of Taft’s chances for the nom- 
ination, and whether it was advisable to 
begin looking around for a compromise 

candidate, 

*“T have written a letter to the dele- 

gates throughout the country informing 

them that the claim of the Roosevelt 
pporters regarding the delegates in 

‘w York wag untrue,"’ said Barnes, 

d that’s all. And I haven’t even 
opened the replies I have received. I 
have never said I was for Mr. Taft, but 
Mr. Taft is going to be nominated— 
that’s a ten to one bet. 

“I don't know why the fact is over- 
looked that I’m not for ahy individual. 
It is a question of what the Republican 
party is.going to stand for. I'll meet 
the situation in Chicago when I get 
there, but you can say for me that 
Roosevelt can’t be nominated, and that 
Taft will be nominated.” 

“How about Taft being elected?” 

“That's another matter entirely,” said 
Barnes. “It isn't a question of electing 
anyone; it's a question of standing up 
for what we think is right.

Additions to City’s Balance Give, 
Hope for Free Golf Links 
and Playgrounds. 


$1,281,536 IS THE TOTAL 


Amount More Than Thought 
Available Probably Will Be 
Used for Betterments. 


City Auditor Hodges received notice 
from Comptroller Taussig, Friday, that 
he could add to the general revenue of 
the city $189,000 set aside last year for 
the contruction of the cells in the new 
Municipal Courts biulding. 

This, together with the $1,086,000 dis- 
covered as available for general appro- 
priations several days ago and some 
lesser items have since come in, give 
the treasury $1,281,536.27 more than the 
Comptroller thought was _ available 
when he directed the heads of the vari- 
ous city departments to make up their 
annual appropriations. 

It is considered likely that the, $189,000 
will again be set aside for the jail. It 
was not appropriated last year because 
of the failure of the Municipal Assem- 
bly to decide wehether the cells should 
be of steel or concrete. 


Plans for Tennis Court 
This will leave something over "$1, 100,000 


in the treaSury more than was thought 
would be available for the city’s ex- 
penses. Taussig said this would mean 
all departments would get more money 
than it was thought they would get a 
month ago. 

Park Commissioner Davis’ chances for 
a $15,000 appropriation to provide for eight 
baseball grounds, 32 tennis courts and 
free golf links in Forest Park are con- 
sidered bright. Taussig said he was in- 
clined to think the appropriation would 
go through. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff also 
planned to get an increased appropria- 
tion to carry on the campaign suggested 
by the Post-Dispatch against mosqui- 
toes in St. Louis. 


Oil on Stagnant Water. 
Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 


dan said his department had asked for 
$5000 for sprinkling coal oil upon stag- 
nant water on property belonging to 
non-residents. The State laws do not 
compel non-residents to abate nuisances 
although, Jordan says, if the money 
were spent it could be recovered from 
the property owners and _ therefore 
would be in the nature of a loan. 
Jordan quoted Taussig as saying he 
thought such an appropriation would not 
be legal. Taussig told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had no recollection of any 
conversation with the Health Commis- 
sioner’s department about the matter. 


30,000 Open Vaults. 
Commissioner Starkloff, Friday, de- 


clared that the hands of his department 
are virtually tied in the proposed war 
on mosquitos and flies through want of 
money. He added that the department 
was doing what {it could, but that this 
little was scarcely enough to count. 

“If we could only get the co-opera- 
tion of individual property owners,”’ he 
said, ‘‘we could make much progress. 
There are 30,000 open vaults in St. Louis, 
to say nothing of sewer manholes, and 


‘}on many lots are depressions filled with 


stagnant water. 


Coat to Owners Small. 
“At a cost of 5 Or 10 cents to each 


property owner, crude petroleum could 
be sprinkled over these places three 
or four times a year. This would 
gratly lessen the number of breeding 
places for flies and mosquitoes and 
would do more than anything else to- 
ward accomplishing the task of freeing 
St. Louis of these pests.”’ 

The health department is sprinkling 


petroleum over all stagnant pools pos- 


sible. While there is no direct appro- 
the department has 


been drawing on the general fund for 


,} sanitation supplies. 


Dr. Starkloff reported the conditions 
to the Board of Health Wednesday. 
The board promised to support a bill 
to be introduced in the House of Dele- 
gates toabolish the 30,000 =a vaults. 


What Honolulu Is Do 
He pointed out that, while cy depart- 


ment is asking only $5000, the city of 
Honolulu has appropriated $145,000 for a 
similar fight. This 1s $45,000 more than 
St. Louls allows her entire Health De- 
partment, including salaries. 

In a recent interview he said $30,000 
would make a good beginning in the 
war on Jjnsect pests.

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It is unfortunate that men who assume to speak 
for the Terminal combine—one an eminent at- 
terney—should minimize the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court as of little ef- 
fect and should give the impression that the 
arbitrary will be abolished only in name, to re- 
appear under an ingeniously contrived terminal 
rate. The Terminal is put in the attitude of re- 
senting the court’s action and of devising schemes 
to wreak its anger on St. Louis by devising new 
forms of Oppression which will evade the tech- 
nical prohibitions of the court.. 

These utterances are unfortunate, because they 
arouse suspicion of the good faith and just in- 
tentions of the railroads, and thus render it dif- 
ficult to establish a fair basis of mutual under- 
standing and co-operation between them and the 
St. Louis people. 

It will be more unfortunate for the railroads 
if they accept these counsels of resistance and 
evasion. We cannot conceive of greater folly 
than an attitude of contempt for court decisions 
on the part of-.railroad managers. We cannot 
imagine a more disastrous railroad policy than 
that of reflecting on the judgment or the fair- 
ness of the highest tribunal of the land; of at- 
tempting to prove that its decrees are shams of 
little or no force and effect; of convincing the 
public that cunning, high-priced lawyers can de- 
vise methods by which the railroads can evade 
and nullify Supreme Court decrees; that there is 
no remedy in the courts for wrong and graft on 
the part of powerful interests. 

The railroads have reaped sufficient whirl- 
wind from sowing the wind of popular suspicion 
and discontent by unfair dealing. If they now 
resent just decisions and enter upon a course of 
deliberate evasion and nullification, they will 
reap something worse; they will strengthen anti- 
railroad agitation and fill the quivers of dema- 


| gogues who urge the people to adopt revolutionary 


remedies which threaten the foundation of con- 


‘| stitutional government. 


The Post-Dispatch has fought the monopoly 
abuses of the Terminal combine, but we are not 
enemies of the railroads; we do not attempt to 
injure them by assuming that they will resist and 
evade the clear decrees of the Supreme Court, or 
that they are determined, regardless of justice 
and law, to deal unfairly with St. Louis. 

We assume that the railroads will submit to 

the court’s orders in good faith. We assume that 
the wrongs and monopoly abuses which have 
been handed down to them, having been pointed 
out and forbidden, will be eliminated. We credit 
them with the wise and sound intent to place St. 
Louis on an equality with other cities, as the 
court ordered and as the judgment of every ef- 
ficient railroad manager approves. 
Nothing could exceed the absurdity of the sug- 
gestion that, in lieu of the arbitrary, the rail- 
roads will charge mileage rates for terminal serv- 
ice. The scientific railroad method of handling 
combination terminals is to create a zone of free 
delivery embracing the entire system of common 
terminals. The Mississippi River dividing the 
Terminal combine should have no more bearing 
on rates than the Chicago River or the Hudson 
River or a viaduct over a thoroughfare. Thia is 
the policy on all rates outside of the 100-mile 
zone. Why not inside, making allowance for 
higher local rates? 

We would regret to learn that we are mistaken 
n the temper and intent of the railroads. 
We seek fair dealing, peace and co-operation. But 
we are prepared to renew the war if forced to it.

The moving spirits in the combination 
are Jeptha D. Howe, former Republican 
boss, who is eager to renominate Jones, 
his brother-in-law; Harry Troll and his 
half-brother, Charles (Cap) Troll, who 
have a large political following in South 
St. Louis; City Chairman Slater, with 
as much of the Republican organization 
as he can control, and Marshal Wein- 
brenner, with his political following. 

The three offices, Sheriff, Public Ad- 
ministrator and Circuit Attorney, from 
the point of emoluments and influence, 
are the most important for which new 
officials will be chosen at the November 
election.

Three candidates are already in the 
field for Circuit Attorney. Prosecuting 
Attorney Howard Sidener and Attorney 
George B. Webster have announced that 
they will enter the contest against Jones 
for the nomination. 

Weinbrenner Switched. 

Jones and Sidener are already in a 
bitter warfare, each criticising the 
other’s record. Weinbrenner originally 
had intended to run for Sheriff, but 
switched to Public Administrator when 
he was'informed that Troll would not 
enter the contest for renomination if 
he was assured of being retained as at- 
torney. 

Slater recently was elected Chairman 
of the City Committee by the new 
Stifel - Kriesmann - Kiel combination. 
Kiel told the committeemen months ago 
that he was going to enter the race for 
the nomination for Sheriff, and his 
friends expressed surprise that Slater 
had decided to go into the _ contest 
against him. 

George Riechmann, another member of 
the committee, is already making an 
active canyass for the nomfnation, and 
it is probably that Committeeman Nat 
Goldstein will also run. With atmost 
one-half the members of the City Com- 
mittee seeking nomination for office the 
prospects of slate making are not so 
alluring as in former campaigns.
